The  word  ’’Intermediate”,  follov;ing  a  heading,  means  these  plants 
do  best  in  a  house  whose  minimum  temperature  is  58°~60°  at  night.  ”’.'^/arm” 
indicates  a  minimum  temperature  of  68°--70° .  ”Cool”  indico.tes  a  minimum 
temperature  of  50°~52°, 

Orchids  are  eictremely  satisfactory  for  small  collections,  as 
their  lasting  qualities  while  in  bloom  are  superior  to  those  of  other 
plants.  Blossoms  can  be  counted  on  to  last  from  two  weeks  to  tv/o  and 
three  months  on  the  plants  in  perfection.  As  there  are  so  many  varieties, 
a  comparatively  small  collection  will  furnish  blooms  ttiroughout  the  year. 
We  know  of  no  other  genera  which  will  do  this.  The  colors  and  charm  of 
orchids  defy  description  -  their  individuality  must  be  actually  seen  to  ‘ 
be  appreciated.
